Solomon A. Tate, better known to 


every cue in this place ae Jim Tate 
died OQ last Saturday morning ID h 
«iauip at Black Hole, along Marsh 
Creek, aged o9 years and 9 months. 
He had been in failing health for sev- 
eral years, having a tuberculosis ab- 
scess of the lunge and at times lite 
neemed to be hanging 'B the balance. 
During a convalescent period about 
two weeks ago he proposed that the 
annual tamily camp at Marsh Creek 
should be made. At hie urging all 
preparations were made, the canap be- 
ing composed of Mr. and Mrs. S. A. 
Tate and two children, Mr. and Mrs. 
T. E. Blair and children and Win. 
McG. Tawney and wife. 


For several days Mr. Tate's condition 


seemed to be most promising and he 
wan enjoying hie camp life. Then he 
was attacked with one'of his sinking 
spellf, which lasted until Saturday 
morning when he passed away. The 
body was removed on Saturday after- 
noon to his home on East Middle St. 


Jim Tate was among the youngest 


soldiers enlisting in the Civil War from 
Adams county, being hut sixteen years 
old at time of being mustered in. He 
was a member ot Co. B, 138th Regt., 
Pa. Volt., and was mustered in May 18, 
1864, for three years. 
He joined his 


company and regiment in thetreuebes 
at Cold Harbor June 7, 1&64 and was 
honorably discharged at end of the 
war. The first battle in which he was 
engaged was Cold Harbor, then Mon- 
ocacy, Opequan, Fisher's Hill, Cedar 
Creek, Petersburg and Sailor's Creek. 
He was in the skirmishes at Bermuda 
Hundred, Snicker's Gap and New 
Market. He was never wounded but 
spent a short time in the hospital at 
Washington, D. C-, at close of war. 
He was at the surrender at Appomatox 
and took part in the march to Danville 
when 110 miles was covered in 4 days 
and 4 hours. For many yeariThe jf$* 
engaged in handling freight of Read- 
ing railroad. 


He was twice married, first to a 


daughter of the late Michael Ream, 
who died about 20 years ago. He af- 
terwards married Miss Annie Tawney, 
who survives. He leaves three sons 
and two daughters by first marriage, 
Robert Tate of Hagerstown, James 
Tate, Michael Tate. Mrs. John Steinour 
of this place and Mrs Miner of Mt. 
Union. He also leaves two adopted 
daughters, Elizabeth and Edith at 
borne. Two brothers and one sister 
survive, John M. Tate of Hanover, 
Robert Tate of McKeesport, Pa., 
and Mrs. David McGaigan of this 
place.

. Council met in their regular monthly 
m e e t i n g on last Tuesday eveniair'.

Edw. Wolf appeared before Council 


iu reference to the ordinance pertaining 
to the keeping of gasoline and other in- 
flammables in tbe borough, the in- 
quiry was made concerning the Spald- 
ing ga'rage on York street. The matter 
was referred to the Fire Marshal. C. 
J. Spalding being present during the 
meeting, when the matter was brought 
up said they were compelled to keep 
tnore than one barrel ou hand, espec- 
ially on Sunday, for on that day they 
sometimes consumed three barrels of 
gasoline. 


Mr. Spaldiug oauie into Council to 


ask them to remove the fire plug close 
to entrance of his garage. There was 
danger of automobiles running against 
it and somebody would pay some dam- 
ages. The decision was reached by 
Council that the plug be put near the 
corner of street and that Mr. Spalding 
should make a new pavement. Mr. 
Spalding said he would not violate any 


j order of Council and would be gov- 
erned by Fire Marshal's investigation.

HORSE OF ANOTHER SOLD 


A I1ITLESTOWN 
MERCHANT 


LOSES HORSE BOUGHT AND $200 


Ben Sheaffer Gone With Proceeds of 


Sale of Horse—Other Losers 


in Gettysburg. 


J. B. Shea Her, better known as Bert 


Sheafler came to this place last Feb- 
ruary from Car)isle>and weut to work 
tor D. H. Kelty at the Buttouwood 
Stock farm. Before coming here he 
bad worked for Wm. R. Kline, pro- 
prietor of Hotel Cumberland, Carlisle. 


Mr. Kline sent a valuable horse to 


the farm recently to be trained. The 
horse was val tied at $.".50. Week be- 
fore last Bert Sheafler told Mr. Kelty 
and others that he had been instructed 
by Mr. Kline to sell it. Clinton Alehr- 
iog hardware merchant of Littlestowu 
saw the horse and closed bargain with 
Sbeafl'er at £200 giving him his check. 


Early part of last week Mr. Kelty 


had an inquiry by letter from Mr. 
Kline asking about his horse. He 
immediately caught him by phone 
and told him of the sale Sheaffer had 
made and learned that latter had no 
instructions to sell horse. 


A writ of replevin was at once is- 


sued for the horse and Sheriff <'ole- 
stock secured horse of Mr. Mehring 
aud later iu week it was turned over 
to the owner. 


It would seem that Sheafler had 


made his plan to get out of this sec- 
tion of the country. The 8200 check 
was cashed aud he told parties he was 
going to the west. It is said that he 
borrowed of two Gettysburg parties 
£10 each and to a store he gave a check 
for $10 aud got £4 change iu cash aud 
that the check has come back un- 
houored. He had notified Mr. Kelty 
that he was quitting about Aug. aud 
Aug. 3rd he left town. 


The whereabouts of Sheafler are un- 


known. Sbeaffer is an accomplished 
hor«e thief, it is said. He is an out- 
J a w e d driver of the International 
Drivers' association and has a record 
for crookedness, though his ability as 
a trainer is recognized. 


One of the stories told of him is that, 


when in Canada he made tbe owner 
of a horse, valued at $5000, believe that 
it was dead, Sbeaffer having chloro- 
formed it. Later, after tbe owner bad 
gone away he revived it and made way 
with it. 


Tbe only person in the whole deal 


who seems to be out is Mr. Mebring of 
Littie&town. who has neither tbe horse 
nor the two hundred.

FROM MARY KATHERINE. 


Disappointed in Hot Seeing the Eter- 


nal City but Sees tfce Much 


Talked of, Tarantella. 


The )Hfrt letter from Mary Katharine 


on her re -eut trip to Europe was from 
Horrento ou the Bay of Naples shortly 
before oailiug for home. 


I wouder if you get all the postal*. 


I neud you oue nearly every other day 
Hometiuiee two at ouce. I seut two 
from Pouupeii aud another from Na- 
ples a day or two after. 


The C'arthunan 
monastery a n d 


chureh of Sau Martiuo are ou a high 
hill iueide the fortifications of Castle 
Haiut Kliiio. uow a military prison. 
The wall? are enormous, many places 
cut in the solid rock. Even walking 
through the gates aud along the wall 
to the church gives one the shivers if 
they think what it would mean to 
have 1' rs-e great iron doors swing shut 
behind. 


We enter the cloisters l^rst. cross to 


the left and enter the church consist- 
ing of a nave with three cdapelson 
either side. The high altar is a beau- 
tiful piece of worRtnanship in inlaid 
marble, lapis lazuli aud other precious 
atones. The walls and ceilings are en- 
tirely covered with frescoes. 
In the 


ceiling in the nave is an Ascension 
and between the windows the twelve 
Aiostke. Over the main entrance is a 
Descent from the Cross, to one side 
Moses and Elias. Over the arches to 
the chapel are the Prophets. 
In the 


choir is a Crucifixion. The choir stalls 
are 
beautifully 
carved 
wood— 16th 


century. The Nativity by Guido Reni 
is unfinished owing to his death. The 
Last Supper. Christ washing the De- 
ciples' feet and others. In the treasury 
js another Descent from the Cross, a 
masterpiece. Ou the ceiling Judith is 
said to have been painted in 48 hours 
by Giordano at ~- years of age. The 
floors are all inlaid or marble mosaic. 
Tbe carved wood work is beautiful. 
apostle, Moukfr. Christ lead*, Ac. 


Tbe inlaid wood is wonderful. The 


custodian told me all the carving and 
inlaying wag done by the monks. I 
caut recall all there ife in that church. 


The monastery is now a museum.

Many of the cells have been knocked 


into large rooms. There is the usual 
collection of pottery, painting, lace, 
jewels, the largest piece of topaz 
known, partlv cut. a Christ head in 
relief, monk died before completing it.

The girle in 
bright colored short dresses, low neck, 
short sleeves, rows of bright beads 
around their uecke. lace aproiiB, wiuhe*, 
white stockiugs aud black pumps. 
They were all very picturesque as they 
dauced the dirlereut figures but all to- 
gether 1 am glad I saw the much 
talked of Tarantella. 


J saw an article in the stand on Sor- 


rento giving a picture of the street up 
which Diocletian used to drive hie 
chariot when he came by water. I 
knew the street at once, very narrow 
and Bleep, about the only etreet that 
runs down to the water. To get up 
here we walked along a narrow ehelf 
built into the water, then through a 
tunnel to an elevator and so up to the 
light of day, a couple of hundred feet 
above the water. One does not get the 
beautiful views from the hotel ae from 
the water.

Pacific that Admiral Palliser came In- 
to possession of what he thought to 
be the secret of the buried treasures 
of the famous Cocog island and on 
board her majesty's ship Imperieuee 
made the first of a long series of in- 
effectual efforts to unearth' the buried 
millions. 
The late Admiral received 


tb« "secret" from Captain 
Hackett 


wben (he latter was^on his death-bed 
and was BO impressed by it that de- 
spite all failures he remained a firm 
believer in the existence of the treas- 
ure. 


Mrhe story of the Cocps isjand tceae- 
uftes is one of the most romantic and 
twilling character. 
One vast board 


of valuables is supposed to have been 
deposited on the island, which lies 500 
niles southwest of Panama, by a Brit- 
gb ship which had turned pirate in 
1821. The second and more valuable 
treasure was buri(»j there by the crew 
of the barkentine Mary Dier about 
1835. This hoard was supposed to be 
the bullion and jewels cf the Peruvian 
town of Callalo, which was threatened 
with revolution and pillage. The na- 
Llonal treasure was put on board the 
British ship for safety, but the crew 
betrayed their trust and fled with the 
rich cargo. 
The value of the two 


treasures is supposed to be many mil- 
lions. 


At least £6.000 worth of valuables 


were taken from the island by a man 
called Keaton. This man died and be- 
queathed the secret to Hackett. Since 
the later confided in Admiral Paliser 
some half dozen fruitless expeditions 
have been fitted out and have sea,rch- 
ed the soil of the island. One of the 
latest was led by Earl Fitzwilliam. in 
1905. but his party met with a disas- 
ter in the shape of a landslide during 
blasting operations, and seven of them 
were 
injured. 
Several 
companies 


have been formed to equip expedi- 
tions, but needless to say none of 
them has ever paid a dividend.
